Ba ltimore, Md., Nov. 22.—F ive hun­ 
dred delega tes to the America n Feder­ 
ation of Labor convention in session 
here y elled and wa ved hats and hand­ 
kerchiefs w hen Sa muel Gompers de­ 
clared the railroad employ es should 
strike J a nua ry 1 if the Ada mson law 
was not put into effect by the rail 
roads. 
Ho a lso in an impa ssioned speech 
declared tha t the eight billion dollar 
combina tion of employ ers formed in 
N ew York to fight labor “ should be 
shown tha t som etim es the working 
people ha ve teeth and cla ws.’* 
The strike decla ra tion ca me after 
the chief ex ecutives of the four Broth­ 
erhoods 
hud 
a ddressed the conven­ 
tion. 
“ We did not ask for the Adamson 
law. W e believe we would ha ve done 
better to ha ve fought it out,” declared 
Stone, of the brotherhoods. 
C arter of the railmen, told the con 
vent ion th at 
the 
brothe rhoo ds had 
mad e no th reats of a strike if the 
Adamson law w as not enforced. He 
said the emp loyes had no light with 
the railroad official but with the fi­ 
nanciers in Wall street.
